tive Hamilton

day submitted a favorable report on 
the Hamilton 
-joint' statehood bill, 


which provides for the admission 
Oklahoma and Indian territory as the 
state of Oklahoma and provides join 
statehood for New Mexico and Arizo- 
na under the name of Arizona. 


The report reviews the bill in tie 


tail, explaining that 
the capital' of 


Arizona is to he at Santa Fe until 
1915 and that the capital of Oklahoma 
Is to be at Guthrie for the same length 
of time, when the people can 'choose 
their capital sites with justice to all 


' parts.of the states. The report says: 


"This committee: considers the .crit- 


icism as ill-formed which finds fault 
with New Mexico because of its" al- 
leged foreign population. 
Out of a 


population of 195,810 Ne**^ Mexico has 
only 13,625 foreign boni inhabitants,' 
a smaller foreign

percentage 


than most of the states in the union. 
New Mexico was made a territory in 
1850 and ever since that time the peo- 
ple of that territory have been elect- 
ing their 
own legislatures, making 


their own laws, conducting their own 


- local government, 
and 
contributing 


revenue to the federal treasury. .Were 
it not that two-fifths of its population, 
which are native born but of Spanish 
descent, .'have been heretofore errone- 
ously referred to as foreign, it would 
be an aspersion upon a patriotic peo- 
ple even to refer to their loyalty. The 
remaining three-fifths of its popula- 
tion are of the'same character as the1 
people "of-Arizona," 
' . 


Ot the alleged 
undervaluation of 


property iir Arizona'-for purpbses, of 
taxation, which was warmly discussed 
in hearings, the report says:. *\

MINORITY REPORT. 


Washington,-Jan. -23.—The 
demo- 


cratic ^members of the house commit- 
tee on territories presented a minority 
report today; in opposition 
to the 


Hamilton, joint statehood bill. 
After 


reviewing the resources of the four 
territories, Arizona, New (Mexico, Ok- 
lahoma arid Indian territory, and de- 
claring in favor of joint statehood.for 
. Oklahoma and Indian 
territory, the 


report says there is no more reason 
for joining New Mexico and Arizona 
than-there would, be for joining Alas- 
ka and Porto" Rico. 


"The manifest purpose of the ma- 


jority Is to unjustly kosep Oklahoma 
out of the union unless they can with 
greater injustice force. Arizona in," 
says the report. 


"We regret the- president's action 


in recommending without assigning 
any reason joint statehood for Arizo- 
na and. New Mexico and thus ignoring 
the last expression of the republican 
national platform on the question of 
Etatehootl for the remaining territo- 
ries." 


The report concludes: "Should the 


republican party pass this bill, wicker! 
as it Is in the denial of equal rights 
in representation and partisan in all 
of its material 'details, it will but af- 
ford another indecent example of the 
suppression of individual,, territorial 
and national rignts to subserve party 
ends."

sense, heart to heart talk on 
subject assigned to him.

way anil seldom referred to the notes 
which ho had prepared for tho oc- 
casion, dealing with 
questions 
as 


they presented themselves to him 
and wandering to almost every phase 
of the state transportation problem. 
His first statistical proposition was 
tint the tons carried one -milo last 
year made the enormous total of 
17-1,522,000,000, a number so great 
as to be almost inconceivable, but 
added that tho Indiana problem was 
sufficient to occupy bis time and., at- 
tention for some time. 
After stat- 


ing that Indiana has 7,000 miles of 
steam tracks with 3,000 additional 
miles of sidn track, and 1,000 miles 
of electric tracks, he said thai of the 
335,000.000 tons of freight carried 
in the country last year, 87,000,000 
tons originated in tho state of In- 
diana. 
He spoke of Indiana as one 


of the greatest states in the union 
and made the / rather remarkable 
statement that in the coal fields of 
the stat& there is enough coal to 
supply the entire country for one 
million years. 
Comparatively Texas 


stands first in mileage, Illinois sec- 
ond and Indiana twelfth but that In- 
diana enjoyed the advantage of a 
superb geographical location 
and 


•as the heat state iu the union any- 


way.

Kaid he: 
"You have the centre 


of population right over here in 
Ohio, a few miles away, the centre 
of manufacture over here in Illinois, 
also .but a few miles away, but Indi- 
ana—Indiana Is the heart of the 
country." 
This patriotic statement 


was greeted 
with a storm of ap- 


plause. 
He said that the duties of 


the railroad commission were vari- 
ous, sometime.5) onerous and always 
limited. 
The commission, he said, 


did not sit In long robes on a judi- 
cial dias in the state house in In- 
dianapolis but was always In session 
and held -IJs sittings at any country 
crossroad when the necessity urged 
and said that the ambition of the 
commission was to make the ac- 
quaintance of the peole and become 
acquainted with facts and situations. 
During his address he paid an elo- 
quent tribute to Judge H. S. Taylor 
and his masterly address delivered 
at'the club rooms last night 
He, 


eald he believed ihe railroad com-' 
mission, even with limited powers, 
would prove of great benefit to-the 
people at large because they were 
sworn to do certain things and "the 
:ime has come" said he, .''when' a 
man's oath in office has got to count 
for something. When a man-in this 
state takes iin oath to do things, 
ie'11 do 'em or Governor Hanly will 
find somebody who will." 


Two Kinds of Commissions. 


He said that railroad commissions 


in different • states were 
known as 


strong commissions and weak com- 
missions. 
Strong commissions have 


the power to fix rates while weak 
commissions act only in an advisory 
capacity. The Indiana "commission is 


medium, being neither classed as 


strong or weak, and has 
power to 


supervise only, and then only 'after a 
learing of the facts. Speaking about 
fixing rates be said that there are 35 
distinct propositions upon which'rail- 
road rates are based and he enumer- 
ated them. 
The complexity oE the 


situations 
and conditions, he said 


made the task of the commissioners 
a rarely difficult and delicate one. He 
reviewed briefly what the commission 
:ias done sinco its creation 
only-a. 


few months ago and said with some 
pride that it had saved 1,000 factories 
:o Indiana in the gaa belt region. The 
powers of the commission he thought 


too' limited because the bill was 


introduced by and passed principally 
in the Interest of the shippers but 
greater 'scope 
and wider authority 


would be askod for at the bands of the 
next legislature. 
He explained that 


the commission was the attorney of 
every man no matter 
how humble, 


who had a grievance against a rail- 
road company. Most persons are ap- 
palled at the Idea of fighting a great 
corporation like a railroad company 
on account of the expense, fees, etc. 
That fear need no longer exist be- 
cause any person with a just cause 
need simply report his case with the 
facts to the railroad commission and 
the case is straightway taken off his 
hands'and the commission acts as at- 
torney and prosecutor and pays the ex- 
pense. 


Would Abolish Grade Crossings. 
Four 
hundred 
were 
killed and 


4,000 injured in railroad accidents last 
year, a large proportion of which ac- 
cidents were tluti to grade crossings 
which he is in favor of abolishing and 
the commission will ask of the next 
legislature power to act instead of 
pimply power to recommend in the 
matter of crossings. 
He said that 


within a given time general business 
In the west had increased 100 per cent 
while railroad facilities had increased 
only 18 per cent which accounts in a 
measure for car shortage. 
In 1902 


less than 200,000 cars were built, in 
1902 loss than 200,000 were built, in 
lltiH only 130,000 were built but In 
1(105, the railroads seeing where they 
were at, built more than 300,000 cars 
and that, until the railroads kept pace 
with the increase of business there 
must and always would be a car short- 
age. 


In closing he said tho most import- 


ant duty of Ihe commission Is to bring 
the railroad and the shipper together 
»nd predicted that the railroad man of 
the futuro would 
be the man 
who 


stood well with the public; the man 
who made his personal business to see 
that the passenger coaches wore kept 
warm and that the freight which was 
delivered was promptly handled with- 
out discrimination; 
tlio 
man 
who 


served the people as well as ho nerved 
his company. 
Ho closod his address 


by saying that he believed In tho pri- 


vate ownership of railroads pubHcly 
administered. Judge Wood had cap 
tured his audience from the start, was 
frequently interrupted 
by 
applause 


and was given an ovation when he 
concluded. 


Attacks Parcels Post Bill. 


The auditing committee not yet be- 


ing ready to report, Samuel C. Budd, of 
Terre Haute, followed with has talk 
on "Parcels Post". 
Mr. Budd apolo- 


gized for not being a public speech 
maker and then proceeded to fire ihe 
first broadside aimed directly at the 
mail order business,"which he charac- 
terized {is "the most vicious system 
ever devised to sap ihe life out of the 
retailer". 
He claimed that it 
was

vention whether it was not so.

mer sending a load of corn or a bag 
of potatoes to market by mail?" asked 
Mr. Budd. 
"No, and ne-.ner would he, 


no malter what the postal rate." he 
concluded. 
The "public", as under- 


stood by the Postal League, means 
simply Sears, Roebuck & Co., Mont- 
gomery Ward and kindred institutions 
who say to the farmer that they sel 
Urect from the manufacturer to tho 
consumer, cutting out the'middlemen. 
'They don't say 'middleman'"mind you 
nit 'middlemen'. 
We are the middle: 


men and if we want to protect our-' 
selves we must bo the aggressors and. 
send men to .congress who will help 
is protect ourselves." 


Wants Protective Laws. 


J. Cadden, of Evansville, to whom

DISBARMEXT CASE. 


South Bend Man Also Guilty—Fam- 


ous Case Ended In Court 


flt Goshen. 


(Joshen, Jnd., Jan. 22.—After being 


out nearly twenty hours the jury in 
the disbarment case against Mayoi 
Darrow and City Attorney Worden, of 
Laporte, and Attorney Jobn A. Talbot, 
of South Bend, yesterday returned a 
verdict of guilty as charged as* to Dar- 
row and Talbot and acquitted Wor- 
den. : 


Disbarment was effective from the 


time judgment is given on the verdict 
this morning. There will be a motion 
for a new trial by the defendants, who 
say that a refusal to grant this will be 
followed by taking the case to the 
higher courts. 


The finding of the verdict followed 


the .emphatic words of Judge Dodge, 
who called the jury In from Its deliber- 
ations and insisted upon the use of 
'common sense" in reaching a ver- 
dict.

Judge Requests "Common Sense." 
On the first ballot the jury stood 


eight to four for the conviction of al! 
three men. 
Then.three jurors went 


to the majority, but Juror Nell Falk- 
ner, of this city,, still held out against 
the other eleven jurors, all of whom 
were Insisting upon a verdict of guilty 
for all of the three defendants. 


After Judge Dodge came from Elk- 


hart yesterday morning and called the 
jurors into court to define their duties 
as the court saw It there was little 
delay in reaching a compromise ver- 
dict by which Worden, who is only 23 
years old, ;was acquitted. Mayor Dar- 
row was the only defendant in court 
when, the verdict was rendered. Wor- 
den'had gone, to Laporte and Talbot 
was at a hbtol. 


Talbot Is one ,of the .best known 


lawyers In northern Indiana, with a 


irge practice. He'believed since early 
last -night that the jury had acquit- 
ted him and

effective March 1. 


Both tho pastors have heen promi- 


nent in religious work 
in^this city, 


both have been most effective in build- 
ing up their respective churches, and 
their departure is a matter of regret, 
not alone to the church membership, 
but to countless other people in the 
city who have learned to know them 
and to esteem them most highly. 


Scene was Affecting. 


In both instances the congregations 


were in a measure prepared for the 
announcements which came, hut this 
fact did not lessen the regret which 
was plainly manifest at the parting.

My Dear Brothers and Sisters In Christ 


— Five years ago, led. as you believe, by 
the Holy Spirit, you graciously extended 
to me a unanimous enll to assume tlie 
pastorate of this large church. 
After 


some hesitancy on my pnrt, because of 
the tremendous task involved, tho call 
was accepted. During: tnese years I have 
tried to do my duty. 
Not only have I 


made It my supreme aim to render to 
you the best possible service conscien- 
tiously and faithfully, but I have endeav- 
ored so to live In your city that my de- 
portment 
would 
be an honor to the 


church and to myself. 
Whatever mis- 


takes I have made have heen of the head. 
not of the heart. 
Our ideas o[ doing 


things have not always harmonized, but 
we have made concessions for the sake 
of harmony. While we have not accom- 
plished all that we hnd hoped to accom- 
plish. the seal of God's approval hfls been 
upon our labors. 
He has Klvon us at 


least a measure of success, the honor of 
which wo ascribe to Him.

side of heaven. This fact makes it doubly 
hard for me to Pay the word I am about 


tniftlve condition. I had hoped to see 
another strong Eaptist church established 
in the south part of our city before my 
departure, but It seems to be ordered 
otherwise. 
Let us try to feel that our 


disnnpolntmenls are God's appointments., 
With a conviction deep nnd strong, ar-

sixteen articles contained in the report 
of the committee on contraband arms. 
Then as the sitting had lasted two and 
a half hours, discussion of the remain- 
Ing articles went over until Wednees- 
day, tomorrow being reserved for the 
ceremonies attending the feast day of 
King Alfonso. 


CHANCE FOR AMERICA. 


Algeclras, Jan. 2".— The American 


delegates to the Moroccan conference, 
as the results of talks with others of 
the envoys, have become impressed 
.with the undeveloped wealth of Moroc- 
co and the opportunities It affords for 
American enterprises. Wonderful sto- 
ries are told of coal deposits within an 
hour's ride of Tangier, of untouched 
forests of'cork trees near at hand and 
of gold fields in the Atlas mountains, 


The Moors continue to work on a 


small scale the copper veins opened 
by the Romans, but mining engineers, 
who have scarcely 
dared to turn a 


stone for fear of the natives, aver that 
not only copper, but tin and Iron mines 
exist which are equa1 
to the best 


mines of Spain. 


"Why should not the United _States 


snare in the development of these re- 
sources. which are greater than those 
of Manchuria or the Philippines?" re- 
marked one of the plenipotentiaries. 


Morocco's Hidden Riches. 


Samnei R. Gnmmere, the American 


minister to Morocco and one of the 
delegates to the convention, however, 
said yescerday that Europeans control 
the shipping lines 
and 
send their 


goods in hulk, while Americans send 
merely English literature and samples. 
Some tons of this literature. Mr. Gum- 
mere said, reached the American lega- 
tion every year for distrioution among 
i.ne Arabs. 


Mr. Gummere confirmed 
many of 


the reports of tne undeveloped riches 
ot.the country He said the soil need 


. only to be scratched to produce each 


year two abundant crops of corn, bar- 
tey and vegetables.

The Standard Oil company 
iias an exclusive market in Morocco, 
having displaced Russian oil concerns.

shall be enacted which will give the 
outside lawyers a "whack" at the fed' 
eral court practice. 


Both sides are bombarding congress 


with letters 
and the epistolary on- 


slaught is growing fiercer every day. 
The lawyers out in the state claim 
that the Indianapolis 
lawyers now 


have a beautiful monopoly in federal 
court business, and that all of their 
opposition t6 'a reorganization of the 
(system that wilt require court to be 
held regularly outside of Indianapolis 
is based upon selfish reasons. 
The 


monopoly which the Indianapolis law- 
.yers have built up, according to the 
outside lawyers, is in the highest de- 
gree harmful to the public interests. 


While there is a statutory require- 


ment that court shall be held regularly 
at Eva-nsvilie, 
New 
Albany, 
Fort 


Wayne and Hammond, the observance 
of the law, according to the attorneys 
out in the state, has developed into 
the baldest kind of fiction. They say 
that the judge goes, for Instance, to 
Fort Wayne, takes a psep at the court 
room, assigns the cases on the docket 
to be tried at Indianapolis and leaves 
on the same day or the next. 
They 


also are informing 
cfongress that a 


case has never yet been tried nt Ham- 
mond. 


Declares System Unfair. 


According to the complaint of the 


lawyers, this operates mightily in fav- 
or of the Indianapolis practitioners. 
Litigants reflect on the cost of send- 
ing lawyers to Indianapolis and decide 
to hire a lawyer there to look after

judicial system

The attack of asphasia, which is the 


impairment or aboll^r. of the faculty 
of understanding or oxj-crsing spoken 
or written language, independently of 
any failure or p*ralys!~ of the facul- 
ties, was first noticad f.bout Cnriatmas 
time. The senater, it is reported here, 
was suddenly seised wmle at dinner 
one night. For fi iroment be v>-as in- 
capable of expressing himself. 


The first «attack was but of short 


duration. -It .was followed by other at- 
tacks that have lasted longer. 


Doesn't Recognize Friend. 


A friend of the senator went to see 


;, him a day or two ago. He is a man 


who lias had intimate* personal rela- 
tions with the senator. 'The senator 
did not know him at first. His mind 
seemed 'a blank. Then, alter a short 
time, he recognized the visitor and 
'chatted animatedly with nim for half 
an hour and displayed all of his old- 
time ability as>a conversationalist. 


The senator came to "Washington on 


Tuesday. 
He came t unexpectedly. 


None of his household" here expected 
him. He announced that lie would go 
to the senate next day. 
Instead he 


took a train at noon and hurried to 
New York. 


It is reported that he was seized 


.Tflth a severe attack, of his affliction 
while on the way to the capital and 
that his relatives thougnt it best to 
take him to New York and seek a med- 
'ical consultation.

It is reported hero that no one is

Miss Paulding, his niece, is constantly 
with him.

Real Condition a Secret. 


The senator's real condition Is a 


closely guarded secret. His intimate 
friends here are much concerned at 
the reports that have come concerning 
Ills condition, and although they have 
not been told all the particulars of 
Mio senator's breakdown they know 
that he is a very sick man. 


The attacks of.asphasia are said to 


fee recurrent. 
Sometimes they last 


but a short time and sometimes they 
last for several hours. The condition 
Is described by a frientl who saw the 
•enator recently: 
"The senator will 


fee talking rationally and, perhaps, 
>lth some'of his old spirit. Suddenly 
his eyes will become blank and he 
will be powerless to continue the con- 
versation. This condition will Jast for 
different periods,'but it recurs more 
und more frequently." 


All of the senator's intimates have 


policed his melancholia. 
He is op- 


pressed wiUi the fear that people are 
waiting to attack him for alleged mis- 
deeds. He wanted to no to the senate 


and started to go, but he constantly 
referred to the fact that the senators' 
might not receiye him cordially. Many, 
old associates of the senator 
have 


•tried-to'argue"to-him that these fears 
are groundless, but they have failed. 


.Oppose Public Appearance. 


Miss. Paulding and his other.rela-

to the assembly in 1331. 
He retired 


from the ministry at the time of the 
fall of the Jules Ferry cabinet, but re- 
turned to power the following year 
and was made president of the council 
and atflnterlni minister of foreign af- 
fairs. 
Subsequently M. Fallieres was 


successively 
minister 
of public in- 


struction, minister of the interior and 
minister of justice. 
He was elected 


senator in 1S90, a position which he 
has held since that time, and 
was 


elected to the presidency of the senate 
in 1S99. 
He was re-elected in 1900 


and was again re-elected January 11 
of the present year. M. Fallieres took 
an active part in the religious question 
opposing at first the proposition for the 
separation of church and state but 
later energetically advocated the re- 
pression of the clergy.

Mr. Quinn no- 
tified the dispatcher's office and Pa- 
trolman Clark was sent to the scene 
to take charge of the body until the 
relief train, which was ordered out, 
could arrive. In the meantime Cor- 
oner J. E. Stults was also notified and 
was at the depot in time to go to the 
scene of the accident 
on the relief 


train. 
He viewed the remains and 


had them placed on the train, brought 
down town and taken to the Peltier 
undertaking 
establishment, 
where 


they were 
prepared for the casket, 


prior to .taking them to the family 
home at 1310 Elm street. 


The coroner's investigation reveal- 


ed the fact that the back of Mr. Mil- 
ler's head was crushed in, both arms 
were broken just above the elbows, 
both legs were broken a few inches 
above the ankles 
and there 
wero 


bruises about the hips and body. Death 
was instantaneous. 


John Henry Miller was born in Ohio 


June 16, 1841, and when a small boy 
came to Allen county with his parents, 
who settled on a farm about eight 
miles south of Fort Wayne. There he 
remained, attending school in the win- 
ter and working on the farm during 
the summer months, 
until 
he was 


twenty-one years old. 
Then he was 


married to Miss Margaret A. Sessa- 
man, the ceremony being performed 
August 28, 1862.. For eight years Mr. 
and Mrs. Miller resided on a farm in 
Pleasant township, coming to Fort 
Wayne to reside in 1870. For awhile 
he was employed at various work, in- 
cluding brick-making, but the most of 
his time in tnis city was devoted to 
the business of conducting meat, mar- 
kets and at different times he had a 
shop in various parts of the city. His 
last venture in that line was in (he 
western part of the city, where he was 
succeeded by his son. Mr. Miller be- 
came a track walker for (he Pennsyl- 
vania about three years ago and was 
steadily employed in that, line up to 
his death, being considered one of the 
most trustworthy and faithful men In 
the service. 


Besides the widow, four children 


survive the deceased. 
They are Wil- 


liam L. Miller, of California; 
Miss 


Emma Miller, who resides 
at 
the 


parental home; Frank Miller, a switch- 
man in the Wabash yards in this city, 
and E. E. Miller, a machinist in the 
Wabash shops.

DIVIDE THE FLOCK IN WINTER. 


Birds Should be in Three Divisions to 


Do Well. 


(C. C. Cole, Ohio.) 


When tne fowls are put- into winter 


quarters they .should be divided into 
three lots if it mis not been done be- 
fore. 
The first division should he the 


general layers from which we strive 
to get the largest number of eggs at 
least cost. 
This division should con- 


sist of nearly all the pullets anrt year- 
ling hens not fit for breeding. 
The 


second division, the very heat yearling 
hens and a few of the most promising 
pullets. 
The third division, the male 


birds, no matter whether there arc a 
large number Tor sale or only a few 
kept, at home for breeding. 
As many 


pens of each division can be made up 
as (he size of the flock demands. 
In 


most cases the laying stock and the 
breeders should receive different treat- 
ment the entire year, especially if win- 
ter eggs for market are largely sought 
after. 
The early 
hatched 
pullets 


should be housed before they begin to 
lay, as moving them after they begin 
to lay nearly always causes a cheek 
for a few days.. 


I believe in feeding a variety of 


grain, thrown in litter to make them 
, 


scratch, and some cabbage or other 
green stuff. 
The red clover is one of 


the very best winter feeds for the lay- 
Ing hens. 
Any farmer 
who raises 


clover can secure the heads and leaves 
where the hay is handled over or it 
may bu cut up with a machine. This 
should be steamed or boiling water 
poured upon it, and the vessel which 
it is in covered a few minutes so that 
the steam may not escape.

Frost Kills the Weeds and Gives the 


Plant a Start. 


(W. V. McSparren.) 


My chief reason for urging east- 


ern farmers to sow alfalfa in late 
summer 
more 
properly speaking 


than in the fall—during August or 
very early September—is by thus 
sowirg in the late summer we more 
fully circumvent the weeds. 


At present, I have two sowings of 


this year, one made in August and 
tbe other early in September. 
Both 


have made very flue growths and 
are in fine shape to stand tbe hard- 
snips of winter. The August sowing 
grew almost large enough to require 
clipping. Part of the land occupied 
by this sowing was sown to alfalfa 
in the spring of last year, and while 
it came up nicely and made a good 
start under very favorable condi- 
tions of soil fertility and tillage, the 
weeds, which we have always with 
us, took possession, and the land 
was plowed up in tbe fall and sown 
to wheat. 
Late last summer after the wheat 


was off the ground we sowed alfalfa. 
The weeds at once sprang up and 
strew rapidlv, some growing higher 
than the alfalfa. 
Then came the 


frost and tbe tender weeds went 
down. 
I must admit they won my 


admiration in their endeavor, but I 
am pleased to be rid of the thous- 
and of weed seeds thus sprouted and 
the thousands of weeds nipped in 
the bud. 


The alfalfa now has a fair field 


and will have the favor of a good 
dressing of manure in a short time, 
and will surely give me some fine 
cuttings next summer. 


My other sowing, made in Sep- 


tember, was on (and devoted to a 
soiling crop of oats, sugar corn and 
early "potatoes.

It is also much 
more easily washed off by the rains 
than the dried liquid sprays. Eighty 
per cent, of the fruit on trees sprayed

WATER TANKS Or CEMENT. 


Durable and Not 
Very Expensive 


When Made on the Farm.

to make tanks or water troughs. Wher 
durability is taken into conslderatloi 
cement is often cheaper than wood 
tt is necessary always, however, ti nsi

CLEAN DISHES FOR CHICKENS. 


Manufacturers are now putting on 


(he market a cheap dish, an imitation 
of the high in price 
enamel ware; 


which can be used for a long time in 
the poultry houses

much better than those of tin or wood. 
As these dishes are made in several 
shapes it Is easy to buy such as meets 
one's wants. We have a number of 
dripping pans, which, as the reader 
probably knows, are shallow and fif- 
teen inches long by seven or eight 
inches wide and having a bale at eith- 
er end. These are ideal pans for soft 
foods and by using a number of them 
one avoids the over-crowding of 
the 


fowls which always takes place when 
a regulation trough is used. Water is 
given in smaller and deeper basins 
and all of the vessels are taken to the 
house daily and washed with scalding 
water, then set. in the sun, if possible, 
for a few hours. In this manner things 
are kept 
absolutely 
clean and the 


fowls eat with more zest than would 
bo possible if the dishes smelled sour

hi placing the planks it will be neces- 


sary to-brace well as the tamping of 
the cement has a tendency to crowd 
tnem out of place. 


One Illustration shows a complete 


rectangular tank with rounded ends, 
which is the most common in use. The 
other showing a circular tank and tne 
manner of bracing the 
sheet 
iron 


strips which mold the size and shape 
of the tank. 


Success will depend largely upon the 


care exercised in building this tank. 
In the construction of the base it will 
be necessary to make it deep enough 
to get a good strong foundation, with- 
out, which much may be lost In the set- 
tling of the same, as the water leaks 
about it when it is put to use. 


Experiences of a Massachusetts Farmer 


With Peach Trees. 


(H. Mead.) 


Most peach growers know that early 


leaches are more subject to rot than 
are ones. Peaches are more liable to 
•ot In damp and muggy weather than 
.vhen cool and dry. Some varieties 
ire more subject to rot than others. 
That all varieties with fuzz on theiu 
ire less liable to rot than the smoother 
varieties does not agree with my ex- 
perience. 


Neither can correct conclusions be 


;irawn from one or two season's expe- 
rience, for soil, location, fertilization 
and culture are also factors in the rot 
problem. Fruit on a rankly grown tree 


1 is much more subject to rot than o» 
one more moderately grown 
Yet I 


think the weather lias more to do v.'itn 
it than any one factor. In 190-1 ail our 
early peaches were quite subject to 
rot, 
Hives a total loss. 


In 19»5 there was very 
little roT; 


even Rives little affected, and Greens- 
Doro no rot at all. Yet with unfavora- 
ble weather Champions were practical- 
ly a total loss, Crosby. Stump and lat« 
varieties practically free. 
I 
do 
not 


think the matter of fuzz vs. rot worth 
considering as a factor in setting an 
orchard, except people do not wish to 
buy fuzz. 


In regard to hardiness of bud, a good 


frost peach well grown will stand more 
cold than any other peach tree we ever 
had on our grounds. And varieties of 
the frost type (if I may can them so). 
Crosby, Pratt's, Hill's Chili, etc., are 
more hardy in bud than many other 
varieties, especially of the Crawforn 
class, but with the varieties of tnu 
Chinese type which bear young and 
have a hardy bud, what little hardi- 
ness, if any, the fuzzy varieties pos- 
sess above them is much more than 
offset by their failings. 


STUDY THE ROOT CROP. 


While many, or indeed 
most 
of 


the root crops contain considerable 
food value, it is not claimed by those 
who advocate feeding them that .they 
contain elements which will mako 
them a prominent ingredient in the 
balanced ration. 
Not understanding 


this, 
many 
dairymen, 
especially, 


have objected to root crops for their 
cows, hence have discarded a most 
valuable adjunct to the ration for 
milch cows. In their way roots sup- 
ply to the cow the same essential 
succulent feed that does silage and 
there is nothing better for keeping 
the bowels in perfect condition to 
say nothing of the value of roots as 
an 
appetizer. 
Take the 
average 


daily ration of corn meal, 
wheat 


bran and oil meal with the neces- 
sary roughage and a daily feed of 
even a small quantity of roots will 
add greatly to the appetite of the 
cow, 
keep her in excellent condition 


and materially assist in increasing 
the quantity of milk given. 
Add to 


tliis sort of feeding a clean, light 
and 
well-ventilated 
stable 
with 


plenty of salt and plenty of clean, 
fresh water daily and one has given 
the cow every possible opportunity 
to produce results and on a most 
economical basis. 
Those who havo 


tested root crop 
feeding 
properly, 


without materially 
cutting 
down 


the regular rations, know the value 
of them and would not think of cut- 
ting them out of the 
regulation 


feeds. 


FEEDING YOUNG CALVES. 


I prefer to feed the, young calf three 


times a day, as the stomach is too 
small to hold bulky feed, like skim 
in ilk, enough to last all day. Clover 
hay and corn leaves can be placed 
where the calf can reach it, and he 
will begin to eat and get a benefit 
quite, young. The amount of feed can 
be increased as rapidly as the capa- 
bilities of the calf increase to con- 
sume and digest the feed. The main 
object, is to fix and 
perpetrate the 


Vhrifty habit, which will follow 
the 


animal tbe whole lengt.Ii of his grow- 
ing period from birth to market.

MANURE FUMES BAD FOR CAT-

Many farmers have-the bad habit of 


letting a great heap of manure accu- 
mulate near or against the stable. It 
is the source of bad odors that ruin 
the air which the cattle are obliged to 
breathe. If it is true that tbe oxygen 
in (he air is taken into the body and 
builds up (be system it, is jusi. as true 
ihat the foul odors which arise from 
the manure are breathed by the cattle 
und break flown their systems. 
The 


air and the cows get so saturated with 
the odor of manure that it gets into 
the milk. 


FEED EACH COW BY HERSELF. 


To foo.rl most economically each cow 


must be individually fed. and the quan- 
tity of feed she is given- governed by 
her size and the, quantity of milk sh« 
produce?. Kour pounds of grain daily 
may be as much as some cows can pro- 
fitably be given, while 
others 
will 


make most profitable returns from ten 
to twelve pounds. Other things being 
equal, a large cow requires more feen 
than a small one, and n cow giving it 
largo Quantity of milk ir..",re tnan one 
Klving a smaller quant.it/. 


KEEP UP THE DAIR' . -.'ORK. 


When the dairy work is tied on to 


tbe. 
tail end of a day's work at somn- 


thing else it never pays.

dairy work a part of the day's work 
—not of *1-C night.

PROTECT-iHE SHEEP. 


Always 
have a place 
where 
the 


sheep can get under cover quickly lu 
the event of sudden storms which art; 
likely at this season of the year. A 
structure of this kind should be moix- 
than a roof; it should be deep so thai; 
the sheep can get far enough under 
that the storm cannot possibly reacn 
them. It should also be a hoodea 
shed; that, is, some provision shoutu 
be made for a low front which will 
break the storm. If this is not feasi- 
ble, a good way is to build up a straw 
stack or a stack of corn stalks in the 
open in front of the open part of thb 
shed but several feet away so that the 
sheep will not feel that they are penn- 
ed in yet can readily get in by going 
around the stack on either side. Th« 
floor of this shed should be dry at all 
times and it is an excellent plan to 
have more or less roughage in it which 
the sheep may munch over to keeij 
them happy and contented. It Is noi 
intended that this shed be more than 
a place for cover in the event of storm. 
The barn or stable should be tbe regu- 
lar home and arranged for, comfort. 
The shed, as described, will save many 
pounds of mutton for nothing will pun 
a sheep down more quickly than expos- 
ure to storms. 


HENS LIKE THEIR "HOME. 


Fowls are very fond of their homes; 


and dislike being moved to new locu- 
tions. . If eggs are the object it is most 
important that birds 
should not be 


moved from pen t.o pen, as It will delay 
egg production, and also diminish the 
supply. 
Pullets 
for 
early 
paying 


should, if possible, be brought up with- 
in sight of their future laying run or 
pen. On the contrary, if it is wished 
to delay the laying of a pullet, and to 
encourage growth for prize purposes, 
her home must be changed often. A 
setting, or broody, hen may be intei- 
fercd with by removing her to a new 
scene with fresh companions—a moru 
reasonable and humane way of check- 
ing her maternal instincts than that or 
half drowning her, shutting her up lu 
darkness, or resorting to other cruei 
methods. 


MORE FREEDOM FOR THE COW. 


Years ago (he old-fashioned stanch- 


ion was considered the ideal fasten- 
ing for the cow;thai, they were secure 
there was no doubt, but that they were 
comfortable 
is 
extremely 
doubtful. 


Then followed a number of odd devic- 
es all calculated to hold cows securely, 
but. none of them intended to give her 
any freedom of movement. 
Beyond a 


doubt the ideal fastening for a cow is 
the one which permits her to move her 
head in any direction at will, and with 
a fastening sufficiently long so that 
she may lie down or step around a lit- 
tle. 
Of course It, will not, do to give 


her rope enough so that she will get 
in trouble herself or get other cows 
in trouble. Arrange the feed, both the 
grain and the roughage, so that, she 
can reach it readily, yet. not so that 
she can get at and trample it under 
her feet. 
Any sort of an arrangement 


which will enable the cow to live in 
the manner described is an ideal ar- 
rangement, whether it. be a box stall 
of black walnut or a fence stall with 
a stout rope to tie the animal, a good 
manger and a feeding rack.

WHY SUKEY "GIVES DOWN" WELL 


Cows Give Their Milk Best When in 


Proper Nervous Condition, 


The production of milk is due to a 


nervous .action by which the glandular 
substance of the udder is broken down 
into milk whenever the cow is in- 
fluenced by sufficient excitement 
of 


the right kind. 
It depends upon the 


structure and function of the udder 
just as much as the other sections of 
the glands do, which we Know are 
wholly subject to a set of nerves con- 
trolling this distinct lunction. 


The udder is not a mere vessel for 


holding milk that is supposed to be 
secreted continually and gathers in 
udder, as one may suppose a constant 
dripping of any fluid would fill any 
other receptacle. 
On the contrary, it 


is a gland, made up of cellular sub- 
stance, which grows by 
separation 


(from the blood) of the matter requir- 
ed. 
When it has attained maturity, 


or when the necessary nervous action 
occurs, it breaks down into a special 
produce—milk. 


Several experiments have been made 


with the udders of cows in milking 
condition that have been, slaughtered, 
and an examination has been record- 
ed of the udder of a cow accidentally 
killed on the railroad when 
going 


home to be milked, when she would 
have given the usual ten quarts. The 
microscope showed the minute glob- 
ules of the tissue swollen and distend- 
ed, but the udder contained practically 
no milk, except a very small quantity 
that drained from the divided tissues 
when cut across. 


The function of the cow is wholly 


nervous In its action, as, indeed, every 
other "function of the animal is, and if 
the due nervous excitement is absent, 
there is no functional action. 
It is 


wholly due to the right influence on 
the nerves that the milk is produced 
and flows from every ultimate globule 
of the udder down through all the 
ducts, small and great, to the teat. 


Then, if all goes well, and the cow is 


in her natural, easily excited, nervous 
condition, as soon as the milker begins 
to touch the teats the cows lets down 
the milk—that is, she does not exert 
hersel f to oppose the action of the 
nerves of the mammary glands.

POWDERED LIME IN HAY. 


Nebraska Farmer Says It Will Prevent 


Stomach Troubles. 


(P. A. Clark.) 


We all know that'salt Is a savor and 


that there can be no, sour stomach, 
gas, and consequent bloat where lime- 
Is in the stomach. Hence, my method 
of using three quarts of barrel "salt 
and one of quick or powdered lime to 
a cured ton of hay. 


Cases in point are these: 
At my 


suggestion a farmer near here put up 
a stack from first cutting and topped 
il out well. It was this'last June and 
no one else got up any dry without 
having received some rain. The fann- 
er told me a few days ago, after all 
our summer and fall rains, that It was 
the finest, best fodder he had ever 
cured in a life-time of farming, and ho 
is past fifty. The stems are so plia- 
ble, the leaves soft and whole and al- 
together such sweet, fragrant feed. 


j 
A professional man of my acquaint- 


ance, who owns several 
farms 
and 


J runs one, close to town, by hired help, 


did not learn of my method till time to 
cut his last crop. 
He instructed the 


man how to mix and put on the four 
quarts of salt and one quart of pow- 
dered lime, and to stack as soon as he 
could get to it after the piece was 
mowed; of course not to begin niowing 
till all dew was off. A month after he 
invited his man to go with him ;to 
sample the stack. .There had been a 
good deoi of rainy weather and much 
continual cloudy weather after 
the 


stack was up. 
When the proprietor 


van his hand into the stack deep and 
pulled out a handful of green feed1 the 
employe exclaimed in astonishment: 
"Well, that is grand!" 
"But," says 


the owner, "It seems this stack is not 
well topped." 
The hired man con- 


fessed he had.no faith in .the-process 
and expected to see it all spoil any- 
way, 
consequently had not tried to 


stack it well. 
Said he, "I will re-top 


the stack at once." 


I will repeat that having put up red 


clover this way for years, I had all 
faith in this method of curing alfalfa. 


If one has a low,"marshy meadow, 


bordering on a stream, he cannot find 
a way to make It -more profitable than 
to turn a Hock of good geese- loose to

popular, with the Embden

I- did not make-'a success of geese, 


because I did not have a pasture for 
them, and it costs too much to buy all 
their feed from shell to marketable 
age. 
Tbe Roil Is light and sandy, and 


will not grow a grass with a heavy 
enough sod. It pulls up too easily. 
Below my place on the salt-marshes, 
they are raised in large numbers.

•FEEDING COTTON SEED MEAL.. 


Many mistakes are made in the feed- 


ing of cottonseed meal, feeders forget- 
ting for the moment that, it is an ex- 
tremely concentrated food and needs a 
pretty strong, stomach to handle it; 
hence it should be fed sparingly to 
young stock. 
As a food by itself it 


will not do any considerable period, 
but as one of a mixture it has great 
value even at a price as high as $35 a 
ton, provided the other grains used are 
not too high in price. A fine mixture 
is corn" meal, the grinding of the corn 
anil cob together and the cottonseed 
meal. Or, bran may be used when the 
corn is ground with the cob, but in the 
latter case the ratio should be two 
parts of the cottonseed meal to one 
part each of the corn meal and the 
wheat bran.
